WAS IT EYRAUD? 


A Suicide Who Greatly Resembled 
the Murderer, 

New York, April 24.—| By the Associated 
Press.] Coroner Wood of Port Richmond 
said today that he felt sure that the body of 
the Willow Brook suicide was that of 
Michael Kyraud, the Parisian straugler who 
killed Deputy Marshal Gouffe. Afrer the 
inquest was adjourned last evening the 
Coroner found marks on the body such as 
Eyraud was said to have. The left leg gave 
evidence that it had at one time been 
broken. The French strangler’s leg is said 
to have been broken lu the same place. The 
large and peculiar-shaped eyes were simi- 
lar to those of Eyraud. ‘The forehead, nose 
and hands all corresponded with those of 
the French murderer. Before the Coroner 
and his jury left the county-house at mid- 
night they were fully convinced that the 
body of the suicide was that of Eyraud.

THE CLAYTON MURDER. 


THE ASSASSIN LOCATED 
LOS ANGELES COUNTY, 


IN 


But He Cannot Be Punished, for 
the Reason That He Is Dead— 
Evidence Dug Up by Sheriff 
Aguirre and His Deputies—W hat 
Gov. Eagle of Arkansas Thinks 
of It—A Startling Story. 


The cowardly assassination of John 
M. Clavton, in Conway county, Ark., 
in the winter of 1888, caused a thrill 
of horror throughout the United 
States, and has led to a Congressional 
investigation of the matter, the com- 
mittee being now in Little Rock, Ark., 
Arkansas taking testimony in the 
Case. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the murderer has been discovered in 
Los Angeles county, but that he can- 


not be punished for the crime,-as he is 
dead. 


It will de remembered that John M. 
Clayton was the Republican candidate 
for Congress in 1888 against Hon. 
Clifton R. Breckinridge, the Demo- 
cratic incumbent of the office from his 
district. The campaign was 4 ve 
hot one, and the controversies which 
ren out of it were very bitter. 

reckinridge was a candidate * 
reélection, and represented the purely 
southern element, being, as his name 
would indicate,a son of the famous 
southern statesman, Hon. John C.

John M. Clayton, the Republican 
candidate, was a brother of ex-United 
States Senator Powell Clayton, and 
had lived for many years in Jefferson 
county, Ark., where he had filled many 

itions of trust. For several years 
was Sheriff of the county, and was 

net only a man of intelligence, but a 
brave and oe man, the latter 
despite his publican proclivities, 
which is generally cause for persecu- 
tion in that section. When Gen. 
Steele captured Little Rock during the 
war, Gen. Powell Clayton was with 
his i 2 His brothers, John M. and 
W . Clayton, came to the State 
several months afterward, and at the 
close of the war all three remained in 
Arkansas. Gen. Clayton became the 
reconstruction Governor of the State. 
His brothers settled, John M. in Pine 
Bluff and W. H. H. Clayton at Fort 
Smith, where he now resides. During 
Gov. Glayton's régime occurred what 
are known in Arkansas as the Clayton 


‘raids, which covered Conway county 


among others, — were. the result 
of violence and bloodshed by turbulent 
spirits chafing under 
tion, and the Governor sent 
to that section of the 
State to quell the reign of terror 
which prevailed. ‘“‘Clayton’s militia” 
did its work thoroughly, and there was 
considerable bloodshed, leaving be- 
hind a feelin by f indescribable bitter- 
ness toward t-baggers,as those 
who settled in ‘ox uth after the war 
were called. If ever a man was-hated 
by the native inhabitants, it was Gov. 
Powell Nob He afterward went 


reconstruc- 


to the Unies States Senate, where his 


eet were revived, and 
M. Clayton was spoken of 
throughout the Nistrict as the brother 
of Gov. Powell Clayton of unpleasant 
memory, 

Nevertheless there were sufficient 
Republicans in the district to make a 
very hard battle, and the Democrats 
came very near losing one of their seats 
in Congress from Arkansas. The va- 
rious methods in vogue in Arkansas 
were put in practice to cause a shrink- 
age in the. Republican vote, but it was 
so nearly equal to that of the Dem- 
ocrats that Mr. Clayton felt justified 
in contesting the seat. 

In pursuance of his purpose he 
finally —4 to Conway county, where 
outrageous frauds upon the ballot-box 
had — perpetrated; frauds which 
leaked out and were heralded abroad 
throughout the country. 

Without fear or favor, Mr. Clayton 
set about collecting evidence in that 
county, to be used in his contest before 
Congress. It was while thus engaged, 
and evhile he was one night seated at a 
table in his lodging-house, looking over 
the evidence collected during the day, 
that an assassin killed him. Without a 
word of warning, a bullet crashed 
through the window from a carefully- 
aimed weapon and pierced his brain, 
killing him instantly. 

The assassination caused a great 
revulsion of feeling on the part of the 
Democrats of the State, and the crime 
was universally denounced. The Leg- 
islature, which was in session at the 
time, authorized alarge reward to be 
offered for the capture of the assassin, 
and the amount from various sources 
282 until it reached the sum of 

All efforts to detect the perpretator 
of the foul and dastardly crime were 
unavailing. So generally was it be- 
lieved to be a political murder that 
Congress took action to have it thor- 
onghly investigated, and appointed its 
committee, which will begin its labors

| uty Will A. Hammel and Detective 


A. W. Marsk have been quietly work- 
ing on the case for nearly a year past, 
and had progressed so far upon it dur- 
ing the floods of last winter that they 
made arrangements to arrest Hooper 
and take him back to Arkansas. The 
high water, which cut off communica- 
tion with the Ranchito, near which 
place Hooper lived, caused a postpone- 
ment of the plan, and when communi- 
cation was resumed it was found that 
their man had been taken sick with 
pneumonia and had died. 

It did not stop the investigation, 
however, as Gov. Eagle was very anx- 
ious to secure all the evidence possible 
to lay before the Congressional com- 
mitte. 

The first information received by 
Sheriff Aguirre aid Mr. Hammel 
ubout the matter was in June of last 
year. One night in that month a man 
giving his name as Charles W. Lewis, 
and who was afterward found to be a re- 
liable man, called at the Sheriff’s office 
and told Deputy Will Hammel that he 
had knowledge of a crime which he 
felt it his duty totell. He said that 
in the latter part of 1888 he made the 
acquaintance of Thomas Hooper. The 
latter had been put out of a house in 
which he was living for non-payment 
of rent, and Lewis took him into his 
house and cared for him, Hooper be- 


ing sick at the time, The result was 
that Hooper became very friendly with 
him. Hooper was moody and surly at 
times, and Lewis finally asked him 
what troubled him. 

He replied, intimating that in 1868 
he killed two men in Conway county, 
Arkansas, whose names Lewis caught 
as Thomas and May. Little by little 
he told Lewis that several years before 
that his father had been killed in 
Arkansas by a body of men who took 
him from a jail and lynched him. He 
swore vengeance upon the perpetra- 
| tors at the time, and told Lewis that the 
two men whom he had killed were two 
of the ringleaders in the lynchin 
party, while Clayton was the third, 
and he would not rest easy in his 
grave unless he succeeded in killing 
him before he died. 

It you ever hear ot Clayton dying 
with his boots on,“ he remarked to 
2 „you will know who killed 

m 

Hooper also related the circum- 
stances of the killing of the two men 
before referred to. He said they were 


passing down through a corntield 
when he saw them and ambushed 
them, killin them both. 


During December Lewis further 
stated that Hooper disappeared from 
Los Angeles. e had thought over 
what Hooper told him, and it stuck 
fast in his memory. ot long after 
Hooper left he read the account of 
Clayton’s assassination in the news- 
papers, and at once associated him 
with it. After a week or two he went 
to Hooper’s house and found his son 
there. He asked him where his father 
had gone, and the son replied that he 
did not know. 

Lewis then lost sight of 7 family 
and heard later on that Hooper had 
returned, and whereas he had no money 
when he went away, he now bought 
a ranch costing quite a large sum of 
money. He finally made up his mind 
to tell the authorities what he knew, 
and did so. 

Working upon the clew thus fur- 
nished the officers finally located 
Hooper on a ranch some twenty miles 
from Los Angeles, near the Ranchito, 
and steps were taken which verified 
the tact that he had been absent from 
the State during the time mentioned 
by Lewis; the latter in the mean time 
having moved to Minneapolis, where 
be now resides. 
| During the course of the investiga- 
tions several letters were received 
from Gov. Eagle, which threw consid- 
erable light on the matter. In Novem- 
ber, 1889, he wrote to Sheriff Aguirre, 
stating that Tom Hooper was brought 
up in Conway county, Ark., and went 
through the war in the Confederate 
army; that he was in his (age 8) regi- 
ment when quite a boy left the 
State in 1868 or 1869, and had not 
been there since to live. The Gov- 
ernor described him as a man about 
45 years of age, weight. about one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, and height five 
and a half feet. He had auburn hair, 
I beard, and was blind in one eye. 

also said that Hooper’s father was 
— oh about the time stated, and 
that Tom Hooper is suspected ofa 
murder committed in the State, re- 
ferring to the two men killed, as Hooper 
said, by him. 

The evidence secured was slowly ac- 
cumulated, great caution being neces- 
sary not to alarm the unsuspicious 
Hooper, but the heavy rains then in- 

terfered and prevented his arrest at 
the time set. Afterward the proofs ot 
his death were obtained and Gov. Eagle 
informed of the event.

All the facts ascertained 
Hooper, and his statements to Charles 
Lewis, will be laid betore the Congres- 
sional committee. From Gov. Eagle’s 
communications it is evident that, 
working upon the clews furnished from 
Los Angeles, be has been pursuing in- 
vestigations in Arkansas, and there 
may be facts known there which will 
either make Hooper’s connection with 
the crime conclusive or clear his name 
from the suspicion which has attached 
to it. Should the evidence be strong 
enough to prove his guilt, his posses- 
sion of so much money after his return 
from Arkansas will not tend to 
strengthen the theory that it was 
committed by him for revenge alone, 
but that some persons interested saw 
bim through the dark deed with mon cal 
that may have come from a politi 
source.

AFTER THE CHINESE SMUGGLED 
OVER THE BORDER. 


A New Question in Connection with 
the Exclusion Act Ratsed by 
United States Attorney Cole— 
Further Proceedings in the De 
Turk Divorce Case — General 
Court Notes—New Casos. 


— 

A new question in connection with 
the Chinese Exclusion Act will soon be 
tested in the United States Court in 
this city, United States District Attor- 
ney Cole having concluded to proceed 
in a different manner than the one 
usually employed, in disposing of the 


Chinamen recently caught while ille- tod 


gally entering the State from Mexico. 
These Chinamen, twenty-one in num- 


ing in charge of Deputy United States 
Marshal A. W. Marsh, who arrested 
them yesterday morning in San Diego 
upon a new complaint sworn out before 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke 
of this city. 

The new complaint charges them 
with wrongfully, unlawfully, wilfully 
and knowingly entering the United 
States from a foreign port or place, 


there Chinese laborers, and it is the 

intention to attempt to secure a con- 

viction subjecting them to the penalty 

of $1000 fine, or one year’s imprison- 

ment, or both, instead of sending 
them back to the country from whence 
they came, which is the course usually 
followed. 

The Chinamen brought up yesterday 
are divided into two squads, oue com- 
posed of the 10 captured in the sloop 
Aprii 9th, while coming through the 
beads into San Diego Bay, and the 
other of the 11 captured at Tia Juana, 
while crossing the line into the United 
States. The squads at the time 
of their capture were under the 
leadership, one of Ah Sing 
and the other of Ah Ming, employés 
of Dr. Wo Sing, who was arrested in 
Los Angeles a few days ago and taken 
back to San Diego. 

They remained in the United States 
Marshal's office for several hours, and 
were then taken to the County Jail to 
await arraignment, which will take 
— today before Commissioner Van 

yke. Nearly all of the prisoners are 
direct from Hong Kong, and were 
landed in Mexico with the purpose of 
securing an entrance into the State 
across the extensive unguarded border. 

They were detained in San Diego 
under a complaint charging them with 
being in the United States, the charge 
being under the section requiring their 
return, if convicted, to Mexico, when

nder the Congressional legislation 
viding for the exciusion of Chinese 
aborers, itis made a misdemeanor to 
violate any of the provisions of the 
act, and the penalty is provided as be- 
fore stated.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE UNION DEPOT SCHEME 
TAKING SHAPE. 


A Company Partially Organized for 
the Purpose and $65,000 Sub- 
scribed—The Salt Lake Road 
Kevived—The Los Angeles and 
Pacific People Anxious to Tap 
the Cable—Rallroad Notes. 


At a meeting of capltalists the other 
day a union depot company was par- 
tially organized, and if they succeed a 
big depot will be built either on the 
Sisters’ property fronting on Alameda 
and Macy streets, or where the old 
San Fernando-street depot now stands. 
Tne Times has always advocated a 
union depot since Los Angeles became 
a great city, and a number of gentie- 
men, who are willing to subscribe from 
$5000 to $10,000 each have taken the 
matter in hand. At the meeting held 
day before yesterday they subscribed 
865.000, and the committee that was 
appointed to solicit subscriptions met 
with good success yesterday. 

The Sistera’ property consists of 
eight acres and is easy of access to all 
the roads. The Santa Fé, the Cross 
road and the Sau Gabriel Valiey road 
have already consented to go into the 
combination, and it is very certain 
that the Southern Pacific*will come in 
as soon as they can move their offices 
from the Wolfskill depdt. When they 
built on the Wolfskill tract they 
agreed to keep their offices and gene- 
ral depot there fora term of five years. 
They have about three years to run 
yet. The union depot will be con- 
ducted by a joint stock company who 
will rent it to the various railroad 
companies. 

The old Salt Lake and Los Angeles 
Railroad scheme is being revived once 
more, A few days ago several capi- 
talists of this city held a meeting and 
decided to place themselves in com- 
munication with the Salt Lake bem 
who are interested in the move. Lhe 
following dispatch was sent to the 
Salt Lake company: 

Ata meeting of representative citize 
members of the Chamber of Commerce, hel 
this afternoon, and after hearing James J. 
Evaus’s statement, we are of the opinion 
that a subsidy of $500,000,in lands and 
coin, together with franchise and right of 
way through city, can be guaranteed toa 
responsible corporation who will builda 
railroad from Salt Lake City to Los An- 
geles, making sime a terminal point, and 
laying down coal here at about four dollars 
and fifty cents a ton.
